Washington, May 20.— Considerable 
concern was expressed by friends of 
the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement 
H e r the amendment suggested to the 
lenate finance committee by Senator 
Hoot of New York. 
This amendment 
is intended to prohibit the importa­ 
tion of wood pulp and paper from Can­ 
ada to the United States until all the 
restrictions of the Canadian provinces 
in regard to these products have been 
removed. 
Coder the bill in its pres­ 
ent form these products would be im­ 
ported into the United States free of 
duty except from the provinces where 
restrictions are still maintained. 
The general 
effect of 
the 
Hoot 
amendment, if adopted, will ta* to post­ 
pone the 
importation of 
free pulp 
wood and paper from Canada indef­ 
initely. as several of the provinces, it 
is contended, are more concerned at 
present over the preservation of their 
own wood lands and the fostering of 
home industries than they are over 
enlarging the foreign markets of the 
Dominion. 
The central government of 
Canada has no control over the prov­ 
inces in regard to these restrictions, 
the most of which relate to wood cut 
from crown lands. 


Will Jeopardize Agreement. 


Friends of the reciprocity bill in the 
house declared that the Root amend­ 
ment if adopted would jeopardize the 
bill. 
The amendment suggested by 
the senator from New York, and which 
undoubtedly will be accepted by the 
senate committee on finance, returns 
to the bill its original form, nullifying 
the ameuument adopted in the house.

that they were pre...pied to amend 
the bill originally so as to admit pulp

free except

cause they had discovered that the 
bill as introduced in the bouse did not

President Taft himself does not re­ 
gard the amendment offered by Sen­ 
ator Hoot unfavorably, except that he 
sees in it a possible excuse for ex­ 
tended debate by the enemies of the 
measure. 
On this account he would 
prefer that the amendment should not 
be added by the senate committee. 
The president considers the propo­ 
sition on which the Hoot amendment 
is based a fair one, but lie regards it 
as a 
trifling matter 
in comparison 
with the success of the entire measure 
and, if it gives an excuse for trouble, 
he believes that it w ill do more harm 
than good.

A fter the Spanish w ar there was a 
great deal of talk about the unpre­ 
paredness of the United States for war, 
and it was shown by incontrovertible 
facts that if we bad fought a stronger 
power the result would have bien vast­ 
ly different, at least in the time it took 
to defeat the enemy. 
Then plans of making tile army bet­ 
tor were considered. 
The nrniy was 
Increased from 25,000 to about 05,000 
men with skeleton organizations for 
100,000 men. 
A general staff was ere 
ated, and a w ar college was built. 
From time to time statements were 
made that the general staff and the 
w ar college had everything on paper 
for the rapid movement of troops and 
there would never bo such another 
state of affairs us existed at the time 
of the last war. 


Still Unprepared. 
W hile the movement to Texas was 
not war, it was warlike, and there is 
the same complaint of Inefficiency. 
It 
is now suggested that the general staff, 
the adjutant general’s and inspector 
general’s departments should be con­ 
solidated. 
That was w hat ought to 
have been done when the general staff 
was organized. 
It could not bo done 
then and cannot be done now. 
It Is doubtful if the arm y can be in ­ 
creased. though steps may be taken to 
strengthen the militia. 
At all events 
it would seem that we have not pro­ 
gressed very far in a dozen years. 


Practical Demonstration. 
The Democrats of the bouse did not 
w ant to be put to the necessity of 
bringing in one of the Republican “ gag 
rules” in order to pass a tariff bill 
without amendment.

In the first place there are mighty 
few M ark Hannas, and in the second 
place the Mark Hanna methods of run 
Ding politics are not altogether popular 
in the country. 
So it bus been decided 
to allow the matter to remain just 
where it is.

choose a place and select a date for 
the next national convention. 
That 
w ill be time enough to do anything 
about a chairman. 
More than that, 
the manager of the campaign w ill be 
selected by the Republican nominee 
for president. 


Good Farming Land. 
One good thing which the hearings 
before the finance committee are bring­ 
ing out is the fact that there are m il­ 
lions of acres of good farm ing lands 
yet undeveloped in the United States. 
There has been mach alarm over the 
fear that the farm jands in this coun­ 
try were about exhausted. 
Ex-Gov­ 
ernor Palm er of Michigan told the 
committee that there were millions of 
acres of good 
tillable lands in his 
state. 
He also said the same was true 
of Mississippi and many other south­ 
ern states of which he had knowledge. 
Southern men have alw ays claimed 
that there were still great opportuni­ 
ties for farmers in the south. 
The im ­ 
pression that only the arid lands of 
the west were all that could be util 
ized for farming in the future has been 
proved erroneous. 


Idaho In the Limelight. 
As in the last session, Idaho contin­ 
ues in the limelight. 
By reason of 
having charge of the election of semi 
tors resolution Borah is frequently in 
evidence. 
Then Heyburn, by reason 
of his opposition to that resolution. Is 
equally prominent.

W ithin the last two years prolonged 
litigation against the Nebraska asso­ 
ciation of retailers was terminated by 
the supreme court of that state, which 
held that the association was operat­ 
ing in violation of the state anti-trust 
law. 
Managers of the retail associations 
maintain that all their operation* have 
been directed by the legal opinions of 
skilled lawyers. 
They are prepared 
to submit a strong defense to the gov­ 
ernment’s attack.
